Indian Appropriations. 


Special to the Journal. 


WASHIHGTON, January 2 —The CotomiB- 


Bioner of Indian Affairs in compliance with 
a request from the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior, laid before that official amended esti- 
mates of amount! required for subsistence 
and civilization of the Sioux for the fiscal 
year 1892 that will enable" the Department 
to furnish the Indians with the rations 
proscribed by agreement of February 28, 
1877. 
The Commissioner states that the 


estimates for subsistence of the Sioux now 
before Congress amounts to $900,000 
This should be increased to $1,100.000 in 
order to enable the offieura to comply *ith 
the directions of thu President snd supply 
the full rations stipulated to be furnished 
under the agreement referred to. The 
Commissioner also Bays the item of $35,- 
000 for subsistence and civilization of 
northern Cheyennsa and Arapahoes should 
be increased to $50,000. The items for 
Indian police ia inoreaeed from $165,000 to 
$.310,000; to increase force by addition of 
twenty-five officers and 250 privates at 
large salaries.

Tbe offer v; as that the creditors be paid 35 
cents ia cash by February 1st and 15 cents 
later, Banking the settlement aside from 
secured claims 50 cents on the dollar.

GREAT GRANITE GORGE. 


A Vivid Picture of the S«enery Along 
the Banks of the Colorado. 


The great Granite Gorge is about forty 


miles in length. That portion from its 
head to the Bright Angel creek, some 
fifteen miles, is narrow, dark and 
gloomy. It stands at the upper gate- 
way of the great canyon as it\by its very 
frown to keep back the intruder, and 
guard from vulgar eyes and sorijd greed 
the grandeur, the beauty and hidden 
treasure of the lower; canyon. At the 
Bright Angel creek everthiag changes 
—the granite slopes are flatter, they are 
of a softer black granite, cut into sharp 
pinnacles and crags, and seem more aa 
if formed of very coarsely stratified 
slate. 
The canyon grows more and more pict- 


uresque and beautiful the farther we 
proceed. The granite has lost its awful 
and threatening look, and slopes back 
in beautiful hillsides of variegated black, 
gray and green. 
At the side canyons, and from the 


bends of the river, the upper portions of 
the whole gorge are brought into view, 
showing the great marble and sandstone 
cliffs, benched back far away from the 
river, while mountains jut in close be- 
tween the side canyons and washes nearly 
a mile and a quarter in height. As we 
look down the river, or up a, low side 
canyon, with the placid water between 
its polished walls of black and gray 
and green for a foreground, there rise 
above the dark sandstone, tier upon tier, 
bench upon bench, terrace upon terrace, 
stepping back farther and farther, and 
higher and higher, and in immensity of 
height and proportion seeming to tower 
almost over our heads. First above the 
dark sandstone come the flattened slopes 
of the lime and mineralized matter, in 
horizontal layers of yellow, brown, 
white, red and green. 


Then rise sheer walls of stained mar- 


ble 1,000 feet or more, the lower por- 
tions yellow, brown and red, the color- 
ing of red growing brighter as it nears 
the top. Above this smaller benches of 
marble, at the top of each a little mesa 
covered with green bunch grass and 
bushes, and above these a dozen or more 
terraces of scarlet and flame colored 
sandstone, stained on their outer points 
with black, and the little benches be- 
tween them relieved by the bright green 
of the grease wood and bunch grass, the 
whole crowned with perhaps a couple of 
thousand feet of the lighter gray, yel- 
low and white sandstone ledges, capped 
by pinnacles and spires, turrets and 
domes, in every imaginable shape, size 
and proportion.—R. B. Stanton in Scrib- 
ner's.

Constitution to meet oar requirements is 
to obey the behests of the people by hold- 
ing a Constitutional Convention. It need 
not be expensive, as capable and responsi- 
ble men will serve for their actual expenses, 
and it should not be partisan as it concerns 
every resident and taxpayer of the State. 
Provision could be made for submitting the 
work of the Convention to the people im- 
mediately after the instrument is framed 
and many of its provisions oould go into 
effect within a year, all at a cost not to ex- 
ceed that of an ordinary session of ' tho 
Legislature.

Great Ranee In Price of China. 


In English ware the Doulton ranges in 


price from $10 for a set of 125 pieces to 
$125 for one dozen plates. There is a 
difference in tho quality of the ware as 
well as in the decoration. The cheaper 
sets, from $10 to $30 each, are porcelain; 
the finer and more expensive aro china. 
The porcelain is decorated by stamping 
or painting the colors on, and little or no 
gold is used. All the fine English and 
French chinas show a great deal of dull 
or burnished gold in the decoration. It 
wears better than bright gold and has a 
softer effect. All the gold used for this 
purpose is fourteen or sixteen carat, and 
its cost is a heavy item in the price of 
the ware. 


Minton china, also English, is very 


beautiful. Sixty-five dollars will buy 
one dozen handsome plates. Royal 
Worcester is so expensive that only the 
favored few can possess it. 


To those who cannot pay fancy prices, 


perhaps tha Doult&n offers greater possi- 
bilities, as much of it is what the dealers 
call open stock and the entire sot need 
not be purchased. Dessert and luncheon 
plates, decorated in blue and gold and of 
different designs, aro $11 a dozen.—New 
York Telegram.

A Cruel Attack of One TrTb* Upon An- 


other In the Wilds of Africa. 


Soon after Tippo Tib's occupation of 


Stanley Falls in 1879 rumors reached 
Yabuli and tho neighboring villages of 
oppression and persecution by the Many- 
etna. Chiefs met together to inqtrire'of 
each other the reason of this invasion. 
Less than three years after Stanley's 
tight with the Basoko at the mouth of 
the Aruwimi, the Manyema mercenaries 
of the Arabs attacked and destroyed sev- 
eral villages bigljer up the same river, 
having traveled overland from the Congo 
through the dense forests below Stanley 
Falls; and descending the Aruwimi river 
in canoes they laid waste all the villages 
by the way, capturing men and women, 
and imposing fines of ivory for their re- 
demption upon those of the natives who 
wore fortunate enough to escape to the 
woods.

A Monster Aerolite. 
la May, 1888, the National mnscrom of 


Brazil came into final possession of one 
of tho largest meteorites or aerolites 
that was ever known to fall upon either 
section of the American continents. The 
noble specimen weighs 11,800 pounds 
and originally laid imbedded in the 
ground near Beadego cre*ek, in one of 
the most inaccessible portions of Brazil. 
The cost of transporting it from the 
place whereat first struck American soil 
was defrayed by Baron Qreahy. The 
survey of the route ivnd preliminary ar- 
rangements occupied three months; its 
journey to the capital commenced Nov. 
25, 1887, and it 
was nearly 
five 


months later before it was finally lauded 
at tho little railroad depot in the wilder- 
ness from whence it was transported to 
Rio Janeiro. 


During the four months in which it 


was being pulled, pushed and rolled by 
man and mule power through the track- 
less forests, over steep mountains and 
sandy wastes, it crossed over one hun- 
dred streams of all sizes, was taken 
over one mountain chain 8,700 feet in 
height, besides many smaller elevations. 
All of this in a region where the best 
roads are only male paths. A better 
idea of tho difficulties these scientists 
encountered in securing their prize may 
be had from a knowledge of the fact 
that a total of 173 days was consumed 
in moving it from Bendego creek to the 
railway station, a distance of only 71$ 
miles. The pluck and energy exhibited 
by these gentlemen in moving this gi- 
gantic airstone to their national museum 
is a curious commentary on the scientific 
ideas of the early part of the century, 
which denied the existence of such bod- 
ies as aerolites.—St. Louis Republic.

Irregular Workinc In Machinery. 


A simple method has been devised by 


means of which, in the midst of a busy 
workshop full of machinery in motion, 
any special noise, even though plight, 
can be distinguished and its origin 
traced. 
The apparatus consists of an 


ordinary India rubber gas tube about a 
yard in length; the length may, how- 
ever, be varied to suit the nature of tho 
investigation. The tube is unprovided 
with earpiece or bell. One end is ap- 
plied to the ear of the observer while 
the other is moved about in order to ex- 
plore the seat of the irregularity. 
Since 


the free orifice of tho tube is compara- 
tively small and is applied as closely as 
possible to the vibrating surface it prac- 
tically receives only those sonorous vibra- 
tions which are emitted by this surface. 
Those who have to do with machinery 
will find it especially useful for observ- 
ing noises due to irregularities in the 
working of small parts of machines, 
which may be either difficult or danger- 
ous to approach in any other way.—New 
York Commercial Advertiser.

Sleep.for School Children. 


We all know how muc bi greater is the 


need of children for sleep than of grown 
persons, and how necessary for their 
good it is to be able fully to satisfy this 
need, but how great it is generally at 
any particular age of the child is very 
hard to define exactly. 
The amount 


varies under different climatic condi- 
tions. In Sweden we consider a sleep of 
eleven or twelve hours necessary for the 
younger school children and of at least 
eight or nine hours for the older ones. 
Yet the investigations have shown that 
this requirement lacks much of being 
met in all the classes through the whole 
school. Boys in the higher classes get 
but little more than seven hours in bed, 
and as that is the average it is easy to 
perceive that many of them must con- 
tent themselves with still less sleep. 


It is also evident from the investiga- 


tions that the sleeping time'ia diminished 
with the increase of the working hours 
from class to class, so that pupils of the 
same age enjoy less according as they 
are higher in their classes. It thus ap- 
pears constantly that in schools of rela- 
tively longer hours of work the sleeping 
time of the pupils is correspondingly 
shorter. In short, the prolongation ot 
the working hours takes place for the 
most part at the cost of the time for 
sleep.—Professor Axel Key in Popular 
Science.
